''Despite the rain, we have had a very good 
turnout," said Jeanne Bruen, Chairman of the Tavern 
Decorating Committee.

School about the country of Nepal and the service project 
she started to help its people. 

Why Nepal? 15 years ago, she and her husband, 
Peter, dissolved two businesses they owned, pulled their 
teenaged sons out of school, and the family backpacked 
around the world for a year. 

"We wanted our sons to see what a beautiful and 
diverse place the world is, to get them to meet new people 
and see new things,'' Hunsdorfer said. 

Nepal, a country about the size of the state of 
Georgia that is nestled snuggly between the population 
powerhouses of India and China, was their favorite. 

"We were immediately welcomed by the Sherpa 
culture," she said. 

The Sherpa are one of 85 tribes that inhabit Nepal. 
The group originated in China but migrated south over 
500 years ago. 

"We all became directly linked to the daily 
rhythms of their lives," she said. 

Hunsdorfer has returned to Nepal several times 
since the family's first visit and usually resides there for 
three months out of the year. 

During the assembly, Hunsdorfer explained how 
she started the Himalayan Project, a charity that began as 
a way to distribute warm clothes to needy Nepali families. 
She works with area schools, which collect the clothes. 
Hunsdorfer then washes and organizes them all by hand 
at her Marion home and ultimately treks to some of the 
most remote villages of Nepal to pass them out to the 
people. 

Local students also write letters to their Nepali 
peers, which Hunsdorfer delivers by hand because the 
country does not have a postal service. The students in 
Nepal learn English as part of their schooling, so they are 
able to read the letters they receive and directly respond. 

She also detailed some of the cultural differences 
between Americans and the Nepali people. In a photo 
slideshow, she illustrated how boys and girls sit on 
opposite sides of the classroom and perform laborious 
daily chores around their homes. The nation has about 
an 80 percent illiteracy rate, so the number of children 
who can afford to attend school, and make the four-hour

'Tve never seen anyone as dedicated to this 
clock as Ray,'' said Board of Selectmen Chairman Jordan 
Collyer. 

Andrews has been appointed official clock-keeper 
but said that he is seeking an interested person who 
would like to become his apprentice and take over the 
monitoring of the clock when he is no longer able. 

Now that the clock is fully restored and 
functional, Andrews is ready for the next step in his plan, 
which is to apply to have the clock listed on the National 
Register of Historic Places. 

"There are only two places in Mattapoisett that 
are on the registry: the Grange Hall and the Goodspeed 
Homestead. This would be a perfect candidate for 
national registry consideration,'' said Andrews. 

History Museum Repairs Delayed

On December 26, it will have been five months 
since the ceiling collapsed at the Marion Natural History 
Museum. The accident, which happened in the middle of 
the night, left no one injured but damaged a significant 
portion of the interior of the museum. 

Since then, the Town of Marion has been in the 
process of accepting bids for the required repairs. Only 
two bids were offered, one for about $34,000 and one for 
$96,000. The town opted for the former bid, put out by 
Dimitrios C. Contracting, but the project recently hit a 
snag when it became apparent that the estimate would 
not cover all the work. 

"Within his price bid, he did not include the 
carpeting, which is clearly called out for in the plans," 
said Marion Town Administrator Paul Dawson. 
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The carpeting in the museum had to be stripped 
due to the amount of plaster dust that remained after the 
main cleanup of the room was completed. 

Dawson also said he was not completely sure 
what the contractor's next move would be, as Dawson has 
been unable to get in contact with the company. 

"Most likely, he's going to have to withdraw his 
bid. Then we'd have to start over and get rebids," said 
Charlie Van Voorhis, whose architectural firm devised the 
repair plan. 

Dimitrios C. Contracting was unable to be 
reached for comment for this story. 

Museum Director, Elizabeth Leidhold, is 
frustrated that the progress on repairs has been so

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protracted. 

"We've been waiting for months to finally see 
the project move forward and to come so close and 
have it sidetracked at this late date is very difficult/' she 
said. "We have provided after-school programming and 
education for adults for decades." 

Once the repairs are underway. Van Voorhis 
estimated it would take six to eight weeks for completion. 
For Leidhold, that's cutting things a bit close. 

"I just hope we can get things rolling in 2013 in 
time to open for the spring," she said. 

Unpermitted Septic System Causes Ire 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
By Eric Tripoli 

Tempers flared at Monday night's Conservation 
Commission meeting in Mattapoisett as the 
Commissioners expressed their dissatisfaction with the 
apparent completion of a septic system repair project that 
was not permitted. 

Contractor Nathaniel Gomes began the work after 
receiving approval for the project from Dale Barrows at 
the Board of Health. Gomes did not receive any required 
permits and did not realize he was in error when he 
started the job. 

Engineer Ken Ferreira was at the meeting, 
representing the Estate of Blanche Perry and the property 
located at 41 Aucoot Road. Ferreira said the project had 
been completed and presented as-built plans for the 
project. 

Last week, the Commission ordered the work to 
stop so that the project could be property permitted. A 
phone call to the town from a concerned abutter brought 
it to light that the project was going forward without 
permission. 
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"We were very explicit last week in ordering that 
work stop/' said Chairman Peter Newton. The project was 
underway without confirmation from the Commissioners 
that it satisfied the terms of the Wetlands Protection Act. 

Ferreira endorsed the past work of Nathanial 
Gomes, the contractor in charge of the project, saying that 
he was a third generation contractor who learned his craft 
from his father. 

Gomes himself has the most money invested in 
the property. 

It was unclear who had pushed Gomes to finish 
the project so as to meet the impending closing on the 
property, which is scheduled for Thursday, December 13. 

Conservation agent Elizabeth Leidhold said that 
there were miscommunications between the town, realtor 
and construction team. 

"They were told to stop and I was given 
indication that they were going to stop," said Commission 
Secretary Teresa Austin. "Mr. Gomes absolutely 
understood he was not to do anything else. Why he 
continued, I don't know." 

"This isn't how you do it, by just ignoring 
the process," he said. "They basically just completely 
thumbed their nose at us. Why is there a Commission if 
people are just going to do what they want?" 

Newton said that fault could not be placed only 
on Gomes because there were numerous individuals 
involved in the project that were in the know of the 
process. 

Gomes was not present for the hearing, per the 
recommendation of Ferreira, but toward the end of the 
meeting. Gomes appeared to speak informally to the 
Commission. 

"I started the job but I wasn't supposed to. I 
didn't know all the paperwork wasn't complete," Gomes 
said. He also clarified that Ferreira was incorrect in stating 
that the job had not been completed but Gomes said he 
had filled the hole as a safety precaution. 

"I wanted to apologize for all of this. I made a 
mistake and this was a hard lesson to learn," he said. 

Ken Dawicki of the Conservation Commission 
then suggested a new course of action to try to fix the 
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problem. 

"It would be my suggestion to the board to issue 
a ruling whether or not this would require a Notice of 
Intent/' said Dawicki. 

Dawicki suggested the Commission vote to 
require them to file a Notice of Intent, indicating that it is 
not meant to punish anyone involved but rather rectify 
the illegality of the project's completion. 

The Commission issued a positive determination 
that requires Gomes to file a Notice of Intent for the 
project. As a result, the scheduled closing on the property 
will not happen as planned. 

"If they had stopped when we asked them to 
stop, we'd be fine moving forward with the RDA, but 
they didn't," Newton said. 

In other business, a hearing for a Notice of Intent 
filed by Karen and Mark Julien was held. The applicants 
propose to renovate and construct additions to their home 
on 30 Ocean Drive. 

Engineer Doug Schneider was on hand 
representing the Julien family. 

"They are looking to do a couple minor 
renovations to the house that involve the installation 
of a handicap ramp into the front door area, and also 
reworking a sun porch," he said. 

The Commission felt the proposal was straight- 
forward and had few questions or comments. They 
unanimously voted in favor of the plan. 

Then the Commission held a continued hearing 
for an RDA filed by engineer James McGrath for 38 Ocean 
Drive. McGrath would like to construct a utility shed 
on a concrete pier foundation at the request of the new 
property owners. 

The Commission was amenable to the project at 
a previous meeting, but McGrath had not produced the 
abutter notices at that time. They then voted in favor of 
the project. 

Then the Conservation Commission held a 
continued hearing for David Nicolosi regarding his NOI 
to build a wetland and intermittent stream crossing 
for land off Fairhaven Road. Nicolosi plans to build an 
eight-home subdivision in the area that would require an

expansion of the roadway. 

Each house lot will be roughly four acres, with 
some homes sharing a common driveway. Other homes 
will have individual driveways on their lots. 

"About 12 acres are uplands, the balance of it are 
wetlands,'' said Nicolosi. The wetland area, located near 
the center of the property, will benefit from a conservation 
restriction prohibiting development. 

"We're working to determine nesting conditions 
around the drainage basin area," he said. 

Most of the work will fall outside the 100-foot 
buffer zone. 

Commissioner Bob Rogers said he was 
appreciative of Nicolosi bringing the project before the 
Commission and the Planning Board at the same time so 
the decisions from both bodies would be copasetic. 

"I don't think you can separate the driveway and 
the house construction from our jurisdiction because that 
decides the location of the retention basin," Rogers said. 

Nicolosi is awaiting the results from a peer review 
ordered by the Planning Board. 



The Commission then voted to grant Nicolosi a 
continuance, pending the results of the peer review. 

The Commission held a public hearing for 
Robert Field of 8 Whaler's Way. Field had filed a Request 
for Determination of Applicability in order to install a 
crushed stone pad that would be located within 100 feet 
of a vegetated wetland. 

"The project is to scrape off some loam in 
my yard and put down a crushed stone pad to store 
aquaculture equipment in the off-season," said Field, who 
represented himself at the meeting. 

"The only other thing I wanted to bring before the 
Commission was that, during Sandy, a tree just inside the 
wetland line fell," he said, adding that he had begun to 
cut away at the tree but wanted to eventually remove the 
stump. 

"Are you going to remove the loam from site or 
distribute it?" asked Dawicki. 

Field said that he would stockpile it on his 
property and use it to fill holes and level other areas of his 
property 

Chairman Peter Newton was concerned that the 
loam could wash out into the resource during a heavy 
rain event and asked Field to keep that in mind when the 
project got underway. 

The Commission then voted to issue their 
determination with no special conditions. 

A continued hearing scheduled for William and 
Sophia Macropoulos of 12 Howard Beach was continued 
to the meeting on January 14 per request of the applicant. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett

pm at the Town Hall. 
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Town Explores New Loader 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

Members of the Highway Department, Financial 
Committee and Board of Selectmen are looking into 
replacing the Highway Department's loader in the near 
future after the current one suffered severe maintenance 
problems last week. The new loader was discussed at the 
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Selectmen's regular meeting on Tuesday, December 11. 

According to Highway Supervisor Barry Denham, 
the loader was spewing water out of its cooling system. 
Upon a mechanical investigation, the diagnosis is a 
potential blown head gasket, which would require major 
maintenance to replace costing around $22,000. Right 
now, the current loader is only valued at about $18,000. 

"The loader is the biggest piece of equipment 
we've got,'' said Denham. 

The loader truck is used for a variety of tasks 
around town including plowing snow, loading sand 
trucks, loading sand and gravel, grading dirt roads and 
pulling the floats out of the water at the wharf. Denham 
estimates the loader sees approximately 600 work hours 
per year, averaging a nearly daily use. The maximum 
amount of hours for a loader's life is 10,000. 

"We really need a machine of this capacity 
because of its component in snow-related activities," said 
Town Administrator Michael Gagne. 

Denham researched three possible replacements 
for the loader which ranged in price from $144,700 to 
$154,570. The recommended truck was the Caterpillar 
model, which has a price tag of $147,000. 

A piece of equipment with such a large price tag 
usually requires a vote at Spring Town Meeting. However, 
due to the timeliness of the situation with an impending 
winter, the committees want to act on replacing the truck 
quickly. 
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''Soon came sooner than we had expected,'' said 
Gagne. "We thought we were going to have to do this at 
the May Town Meeting." 

It is not feasible to buy a new machine right now, 
as the money would have to come from the Reserve Fund. 
As it stands, there is $61,000 in the Reserve Fund that 
could be used for leasing a truck. Denham said a five-year 
lease with the Caterpillar truck would cost $31,301.76 per 
year A monthly lease would cost $2,700. 

Representatives from all three committees will 
meet on Tuesday, December 18 to further discuss the best 
options for this investment. 

In other news, the Board met with Police Chief 
Mary Lyons and Town Treasurer Brenda Herbeck to 
further discuss the privilege sticker situation for the 
upcoming summer Two weeks ago, the Board rejected a 
plan that would mandate town residents to purchase a 
dual placard that would be valid for both beach parking 
and landfill parking. The Board rejected it because they 
felt it was unfair and unnecessary to mandate residents to 
pay for both facilities if they are not used. 

Herbeck informed the Selectmen that the Board of 
Health has declined to join in on this project for fear that 
they would be losing money. 

"We are back to square one with just coming up 
with a new way to do the parking," said Herbeck. 

The Board revisited the dual-permit and 
Selectman Paul Silva estimated that nearly 1,000 residents 
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would have to pay for the use of the landfill when they 
wouldn't normally be paying for it. The Board agreed 
making the dual-permit was not the best decision. 

''What we're looking for here is some clear-cut 
rules," said Herbeck. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer suggested meeting 
with the Board of Health to get them back on board 
with the project. Then, the three groups would sit 
down and discuss fair pricing options. Collyer hopes 
to make a ruling on this by the end of January, with an 
announcement in the town excise tax mailings to follow. 

Grant King, a representative from the 
Southeastern Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD) met with the Board of 
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Selectmen to discuss possible changes to the maps for the 
South Coast Rail Community Priority Area. 

Five years ago, the maps were created in order to 
define the development and protection areas for each of 
the 27 cities in town in SRPEDD's coverage area. 

"Five years is a fairly long time, especially with 
fiscal terms,'' said King. ''We want to allow you to make 
adjustments." 

SRPEDD will be holding a public workshop in 
town in the winter for a day to be determined, and is 
inviting the public to come out and share their input as to 
whether or not the maps should be changed. 

"It's classical top-down planning, so it's up to 
us to make sure the map is the way we want it and not 
the way that the state creates it," said Conservation 
Commission member and SRPEDD Commissioner Bob 
Rogers. 

Residents can review the SRPEDD maps on the 
town's website prior to the public workshop. The maps 
are available at www.mattapoisett.net. After the public 
workshop, SRPEDD will revisit the town at the end of 
the fiscal year on June 30 to review any changes. After all 
changes are made, the town will be asked to endorse the 
map. 

The Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen will meet 
again Tuesday, January 8 in Mattapoisett Town Hall.

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Board Pushes Solar Project Berm Priority 

Rochester Planning Board 
By Eric Tripoli 

The representatives for the Little Quittacas solar 
farm were back before the Rochester Planning Board on 
Tuesday night. At their last meeting on November 27, 
the Board and engineers discussed the independent peer 
review results conducted by Field Engineering. 

The engineers of the project were hesitant at the 
last meeting to accept the idea of putting up a bond for 
the berm. 

"Fve been talking to Blair [Bailey] and Town 
Council and what we need to be most concerned about 
is the construction of the berm. The City of New Bedford 
has the authority to come in and clear-cut that forest. But 
it's a concern that we should have some funds, a bond, 
for the construction of that berm,'' said Planning Board 
Chairman Arnold Johnson. 

Fie said the berm should be a priority so that 
residents abutting the property would not have to see the 
construction and as a safety precaution. The bond would 
be put up by the City of New Bedford and would be held 
liable by the Town of Rochester. 

Johnson also said that the Board would like 
some financial assurance attached to the planting and 
maintenance of the vegetation on and around the berm. 
Fie recommended the monetary backup plan in case the 
new plants do not survive the two-year warranty sought 
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by the engineers. 

"There's no guarantee to the town that they 
would go back in there and replant it. There's no other 
mechanism other than holding some kind of surety in 
case they don't make it past the second growing season/' 
Johnson said. 

At the last meeting, the Board requested the 
engineers include provisions for an annual report on the 
condition of the vegetation until the two-year window is 
closed. The Board added a condition to the draft proposal 
that would require Planning Board members to visit the 
area on or before June 1, 2015 in order to determine the 
condition and projected longevity of the vegetation. 

Johnson was also concerned at last meeting that

there was no representative from ConEd Solutions, the 
company that would maintain the solar panel site. 

'The other issue we discussed two weeks ago 
was to have a representative from ConEd Solutions to 
speak to the Board to assure them that ConEd is aware of 
the process/' said Sam Moffett of TRC Engineering. 

Ian Diamond from ConEd Solutions agreed with 
the Board that a financial surety of some kind placed on 
the vegetation on the berm was reasonable, though they 
do not have a solid cost estimate yet. 

According to the current draft proposal, the cost 
of planting the berm was estimated at $96,000, which 
includes a 50 percent surety. 

Johnson said he was amenable to the 



engineers submitting revised landscaping numbers for 
consideration, but any figures would be cross-checked by 
the town's engineer. 

"We could entertain that and put a contingency 
on top of that," said Johnson. 

He reiterated that the berm was the Board's first 
priority and once completed, the town would release the 
money related to the bond for its construction. 

The public hearing was continued until the next 
meeting in January. If both the Board and engineers find 
the final draft of the proposal acceptable, the Planning 
Board could finally hold a vote on the project, which has 
been in the application process for months. 

In other business, the Planning Board voted to 
recommend the Board of Selectmen not exercise the right 
of first refusal regarding the acquisition of land on Alley 
Road, currently owned by Thomas Gayoski. They voted 
to give the same recommendation for land owned by 
cranberry grower A.D. Makepeace. 

The Planning Board also signed off on an 
Approval Not Required application to split an existing lot 
at 265 Hartley Road in order to create another house lot. 

"The proposal here is to separate out a two-acre 
lot for new construction," said engineer Rick Charon 
who represented the applicants, Andrea Meunier, Eileen 
Manley and Sara Doane. 

The current lot is about five acres in size and each 
lot would maintain more than adequate frontage after the 
split. 

The Planning Board also held an informal 
discussion with engineer Tim Higgins, who has proposed 
the construction of a mailbox kiosk at Connet Woods. 

"Back in '06 and '07 we were not anticipating mail 
delivery to anything but individual homes," said Tim 
Higgins. Over the years, the United States Postal Service 
has had to change their delivery service, resulting in the 
increase in residential mailbox kiosks around the country. 

Connet Woods has over 100 individual addresses 

today. 

Much of the land is protected by a conservation 
restriction, which prohibits any development whatsoever. 
The new proposal would place the kiosk closer to the 
drainage lots.

"The only place we can really put it is on a 
building lot. It would be a non-conforming lot/' Higgins 
said. He indicated that the proposed location of the kiosk 
was less than 1,000 square feet. 

Johnson said that he walked the site recently and 
concurred that the drainage lot would be ideal for the 
construction of the kiosk, but Higgins would have to go 
through the appeals process because the Planning Board 
cannot create non-conforming lots.

"They were seeded, perhaps 
at the wrong time and didn't take . . . and weather didn't 
help. We have not accepted that portion of the contract

"We've been aligning the past curriculum with 
the lens of the future," Frangos said. "This is all coming to 
conclusion as we near January." 

New curriculum and lesson plans are currently 
being stored on a password-protected website which only 
teachers, staff members and administrators may access. 
This setup is for until the new curriculum goes public. 

Particularly for Sippican Elementary, Frangos said 
that the teachers are preparing for two science hands-on 
learning units. One is the King Arthur Flour grant project, 
which will provide the school with the supplies for each 
student to make bread at home after learning about the 
history of bread and the science of yeast in the classroom. 

"Our King Arthur Flour project will rise after the 
new year," Frangos said. "The goal is to get some but also 
to give." 

To that end, there will be over 900 loaves of bread 
coming from the elementary schools and the junior high 
school which Frangos said she would help distribute to 
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local food pantries. 

The other hands-on learning unit is for a 
laboratory dissection. 

''Our sixth grade teachers will be learning to teach 
the dissection of lamprey/' Frangos said. 

The lamprey, an invasive species of fish, has 
already arrived at Frangos' s office and she has distributed 
them to the science classrooms in each of the Tri-Town's 
elementary schools. 

"They are odorless, vapor-less, clean and 
wonderful," Frangos said about the lamprey, which 
she explained modern technology has allowed to be 
preserved in chemicals other than formaldehyde. 

In her Principal's report, Evelyn Rivet informed 
the School Committee about the feedback she has received 
from parents regarding this year's open house. 

"Overall, parents felt positively about the open 
house format being before the first day of school," Rivet 
said. She also said that, next year, the school might 
experiment with a different time slot. 

"Many parents felt a little bit different time would 
work better," Rivet justified. 

Committee Vice Chairman Christine Winters 
suggested that the school host two open houses, one for 
kindergarten through second grade and one for third 
through sixth grade. Winters thought the arrangement 
might be easier on parents with multiple children in the 
school. 
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"A lot of parents feel like they're giving their kids 
short shrift/' Winters said. 

The Committee also discussed the unfortunate 
post-Thanksgiving heating troubles that Sippican 
Elementary experienced. Facilities Director Gene Jones 
updated the Committee on the state of the repairs. 

"Saturday after Thanksgiving one of the main 
circulation pumps on the heating system literally ripped 
itself apart/' Jones said. 

After a serious water leak, one of the motors was 
heavily damaged. After securing the area, Jones said his 
team was able to put in a spare motor from the junior 
and senior high schools so that the school could return to 
operation. The repair holds. 

The Committee was able to meet Teah Mazzoni, the 
district's new English Language Learner teacher. Mazzoni 
told the Committee about her work, which takes her from 
school to school in the district teaching and monitoring 
students who have been identified as English Language 
Learners. Mazzoni currently has a roster of 28 district 
students whom she is either teaching or monitoring. 

Mazzoni has also spent time revamping the 
district's English as a Second Language program. 

"During my first weeks here, I drafted a handbook 
which details an ELL referral and testing," Mazzoni said. 

Frangos praised Mazzoni' s work, saying that she 
has an elaborate schedule. 

"It's quite a tapestry of going from school to 
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school/' Frangos said. 

In its other business, the Committee voted to 
ratify the Memorandum of Agreement for the custodial 
and cafeteria staff. 

The next meeting of the Marion School 
Committee will be on Wednesday, January 2 at 6:30 pm at 
the Town House. 

Elementary School Choice Discussed 

Mattapoisett School Committee

School Choice, a state program currently in 
place at the ORR Junior and Senior High Schools, was 
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discussed as an option at the elementary school level at 
the Mattapoisett School Committee meeting on Monday 
evening. 

School Choice is a program whereby school 
districts can vote to allow out-of-town students to 
attend district schools for an annual fee. The collected 
fees support the annual school budget. The elementary 
schools in the state have until May 1 to decide if they will 
participate in the program for fiscal year 2014. 

"Some towns determine what their optimum 
class size is, and work with that,'' said Elise Frangos, 
Curriculum Director for the district. 

A lively discussion regarding ideal class size 

ensued. 

"25 students is what is in the [teacher] contract," 
said committee member Gerry Johnson. Johnson said that 
the ideal would be to keep class size around 20. 

"If you look at some of our surrounding 
communities, they are doing it because they need the 
revenue . . . we must look out for our residents' children 
first . . . and class size could be impacted," said committee 
member Grace Knox. 

Superintendent Doug White provided a handout 
with every town in Massachusetts which showed 
participation in the School Choice program. Roughly one 
half of the towns in the state participated. 

Another issue raised was whether the elementary 
school and the junior and senior high schools could

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coordinate the effort. 

"\ would think that if we allow this at the 
elementary level . . . what is the opportunity for this 
child to continue . . . with teachers they trust . . . friends 
they know ... to continue to the junior and senior high?'' 
commented Frangos. 

In other business, the Committee discussed 
adding carbon monoxide detectors at both Center School 
and Old Hammondtown School after a parent asked 
about the detectors after an incident in Atlanta, GA. 

"They are not legally required, but we asked 
our Facilities Director, Gene Jones, to look into said 
Superintendent White. 

White estimated the cost at Center School, with 
21 Carbon Monoxide detectors, to be approximately $970, 
and at Old Hammondtown School, with 18 detectors, to 
be $850. 

"Why don't we just have a couple right where the 
leak might be?" asked committee member Charles Motta. 
"Put them in the furnace room and in the cafeteria . . . 
let's look at common sense and not put them all over the 
building." 

In other business, the Committee thanked Eileen 
Brooks, a retired Center School teacher who held a 
fundraiser for the victims of Hurricane Sandy. Brooks was 
raised on Long Island, NY. 

"We raised and collected over $1,200 . . . with 
$1,000 in gift cards so that families could decide what they 
needed," said Brooks. 

In other news, English as a Second Language 
specialist Teah Mazzoni addressed the Committee and 
spoke about the 2016 requirement that all teachers and 
staff interacting with students whose primary language is 
not English must receive training. 

Mazzoni provided a list of the various languages 
that students in the Tri-Town speak at home, including 
Arabic, Ethiopian, Portuguese, Spanish, Indonesian, 
Chinese, Hindi, Creole and Vietnamese. Special training 
in working with the students will soon be mandatory so 
that children of other cultures who speak other languages 
can assimilate into American culture smoothly. 

Center School's production of 'Flakes,' performed 
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by grades one through three, will occur on Thursday, 
December 20 at 9:30 am. Parents and the community are 
welcome to attend. The event will be recorded on CD and 
will be available for purchase by parents or community 
members for $10 at the event.

Christmas is a big deal 
in my family. How big? Well, 
my family usually plays Christ- 
mas music from September to 
February. This must be distinctly 
understood, or nothing wonder- 
ful can come of the story I am 
going to relate. 

If there is one thing 
about Christmas morning that I 
will never forget, it's the smell 

of my mother's homemade cinnamon bread and French 
breakfast muffins sliding upstairs to my bedroom, where 
I had already been awake for hours. This was not the 
case every Christmas. ^ 
I had been known 
to pounce upon my 
parents and sister as 
the sun came up, eager 
to begin our long list of 
holiday traditions. 

First, we have 
breakfast. But no 
Christmas morning is 
complete without an ^ 
appropriate soundtrack. 
For us, it was the LP of 
"The Many Moods Of 
Christmas'' by the Rob- 
ert Shaw Chorale and 
Symphony Orchestra. 
After breakfast always 
came stockings, which tended to be filled with items of 
necessity rather than fancy. I always wondered what 
Santa was trying to tell me by giving me deodorant and 
toothpaste for Christmas. Stockings were followed by 
presents under the tree. Every year, a different member 
of the family puts on a red and green Santa hat and 
passes out the gifts. You get the idea. 

Holiday traditions like these blossom and thrive 
among families everywhere, year after year. Some 
families do the Elf on the Shelf game for the month of 
December. Others may let the kids open one gift each on 
Christmas Eve before bed. 

For Christine Hoffman of Mattapoisett, it's Eng- 
lish Christmas party crackers, which dates back to the 
mid- 1840s, though her family has only been doing it for 
a few years. 

"Every year, we go to my aunt's house on the 
Cape. After dinner, but before dessert, everyone gets a 




cracker," Hoffman said. 

The family then gathers in a circle around the 
dinner table with crackers in hand, arms crossed. 

"You just tug a little and they pop open," she 

said. 

Inside can be found little trinkets, a fortune and 
a colorful crepe paper crown. 

"We all put on the crowns and then we read 
our fortunes aloud one by one. We all look pretty silly 
sitting around the table with the crowns but everybody 
has to wear it," said Hoffman. "We love it because it's a 
light and fun tradition. It makes everybody laugh, so it's 
great." 

There are other rituals that families have been 
practicing for generations. In Marion, Joe Napoli and his 
family gather on Christmas Eve to celebrate the Italian 
tradition of the Feast of the Seven Fishes. 

"I never re- 
member having any- 
thing but fish for dinner 
on Christmas Eve," said 
Napoli, who grew up in 
a devout Roman Catho- 
lic Italian family. 

Fish has always 
had a special place in 
the lifestyle of Catholic 
families. During Lent, 
devout Catholics refrain 
from consuming meat 
and milk on Fridays, 
though the rules were 
relaxed following Vati- 
can II in the 1960s. 

The practice of 
eating seven kinds of fish is symbolic of the seven sacra- 
ments of the Catholic faith, though some families share 
up to nine different fish during the celebration. 

"We have salted cod, shrimp, eel, octopus. It 
used to be whatever was affordable at the time. Now 
these things are considered delicacies," he said. "Our 
parents did it and they passed it down to us and now 
we've passed it down to our offspring." 

Napoli said he expects four generations of his 
family to gather on Christmas Eve for the celebration. 
The meal will be prepared by one of his nieces or daugh- 
ters who are intent that the tradition will continue with 
the younger members of the family. 

"My grandchildren look forward to it. I know 
that my offspring, they picked up on the tradition and 
I hope they pass it on to theirs. All indications are that 
they have already. And they will all be there," he said.

Hitchcock, Starring Anthony Hopkins and Helen Mir- 
ren. Directed by Sacha Gervasi. Running time: 98 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Hitchcock should really be called Reville, since its 
real hero is Alfred Hitchcock's wife Alma Reville, whose 
guidance and creative nudges were invaluable to the great 
director. In 1959, Hitch (Anthony Hopkins) is casting 
about for a follow-up to North by Northwest. He is per- 
turbed by charges that his work has become formulaic, or 
at least expectedly "Hitchcockian''; he is bothered by new 
pretenders to the throne, like Diabolicjue' s H.G. Clouzot. 
When Hitchcock hears about Robert Bloch's novel Psy- 
cho, he sees an opportunity to make something quick 
and dirty, a conscious break from his usual elaborate and 
lavish thrillers. Alma (Helen Mirren) thinks the story is 
ghastly, but once Hitchcock commits to it, so does she. 

Entire books have been written not just about 
Psycho but about the movie's notorious shower scene by 
itself. One of those books, Stephen Rebellows 1990 stan- 
dard Alfred Hitchcock and the Making of Psycho, is the basis 
for Hitchcock, though this film really only lightly touches 
on Rebellows subject. It's more about Hitchcock's troubles 
with women — with his wife, who he suspects is carry- 
ing on with writing collaborator Whitfield Cook (Danny 
Huston); with the actresses he hires and obsesses about, 
including Janet Leigh (Scarlett Johansson) and Vera Miles 
(Jessica Biel). He hires screenwriter Joseph Stefano (Ralph 
Macchio) and star Anthony Perkins (James D' Arcy) after 
learning of their mother issues, and he is often visited 
by visions of Ed Gein (Michael Wincott), the Wisconsin 
mother-killer and general sicko whose story inspired Psy- 
cho. 

The Ed Gein bits seem like pretentious filler, and a 
lot of Hitchcock feels padded, though it's only 98 minutes. 
Scene after scene reiterates the "point" that Hitchcock 
doesn't understand women and would be lost without 
Alma. For all the directing we see him do here, you'd 
think all he did on the set was channel whatever was 
bothering him that day, something that fits a hot-blooded 
master like Martin Scorsese far better than it does one of 
the coolest formalists in cinema. Hitchcock seems devoted 




to outing Hitch the diabolical 
puppetmaster as a big softy at 
heart. Heaven help us if director 
Sacha Gervasi and writer John J. 
McLaughlin ever get their hands 
on Stanley Kubrick. 

Anthony Hopkins has 
obvious fun camping it up in his 
Hitchcock drag, but that's all it is; 
the make-up is rarely persuasive, 
and since we're talking about the 
most recognizable film director in history, a man identi- 
fiable by his silhouette, we're always aware of Hopkins 
trying to be Hitchcock. (Oddly, Hopkins looked nothing 
like Richard Nixon yet was more convincing there.) He 
and Helen Mirren have an enjoyable, spiky rapport, and 
Mirren snaps into focus when Alma takes over on the 
set of Psycho temporarily or shows her knack for editing. 
Indeed, she seems more creative than Hitchcock, which 
is why I said the movie should be called Reville. James 
D'Arcy does a pretty note-perfect Tony Perkins, though 
Johansson and Biel ring no bells as Leigh and Miles. Why 
does the movie slather pounds of latex on Hopkins in 
a gallant but fruitless attempt to Hitchcockize him and 
then seemingly not bother to look for anyone who looks 
remotely like Psycho's female leads? 

About halfway through Hitchcock, I began to wish 
it were called Van Sant and it were about Gus Van Sant's 
ill-fated stab at remaking Psycho. At least it wouldn't have 
felt as familiar, and Van Sant's motives for making the 
movie wouldn't have been boiled down to the director 
wanting to control and kill blonde women, or whatever. 
Hitchcock gestures now and then towards making Hitch 
out to be a creep — spying on Vera Miles through a 
peephole in her dressing room — but then backs off from 
that. A lot of attention is given to Psycho's pre-production 
headaches, almost none to its actual making, much less 
its transgressive qualities. The censors are scandalized by 
Hitchcock's decision to show a flushing toilet, so Psycho 
is retroactively gentled into something only prudes of an 
innocent era could be shocked by, when in fact it was and 
still is best understood as a proto-punk middle finger in 
the face of good taste. (It came out before MPAA ratings, 
but pick up the DVD or the Blu-ray and you'll notice it 
wound up with an R rating — which it got upon its 1984 
re-release — despite the nudity and violence being only 
suggested.) In the end, though. Hitch and Alma live hap- 
pily ever after, so I suppose that's all that matters. 
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People who do not have time to wrap their gifts, 
or who do not like to wrap, are encouraged to come by 
Saturday and Santa's elves will be happy to take care of 
those holiday packages for them!
